WOMAN ARRESTED AS 
~—POISONER OF TWO 


| Mrs. Gifford, 50, Indicted at 
| Union, Mo., for Killings 
| in 1925 and 1927. 


| Mrs. Eugene Gifford, 
‘old, wife of a farmer, 


rested at her home at noon today 


' 

'on two indictments charging her 
with the murder of a man and a 
boy. 


She is charged with responsibili- 
ty for the sudden death of Edward 
Brinley, a neighbor, in May. 1927, 
and of Elmer Schamel, a neighbor's 
son, two years before, while both 
were visiting the Gifford home, 
then near Catawissa, Franklin 
County. The physician who treated 
them reported cause of death was 
not determined. However, poisoning 
Was suspected and an investigation 
was started, resulting in indictments 
by the Franklin County grand jury 
at Union, Mo. No motive for mur- 
der has been disclosed. 

This afternoon Mrs. Gifford 
made a statement to Chief McDon- 
nell of Webster Groves, in which 
she admitted putting arsenic in 
medicirfe prescribed by a physi- 
cian for both Lieyd and Elmer 
Schamel, and putting arsenic in 
medicine, also prescribed by 
physician for Edward 
She said she placed the poison in 


to ease their pains. 

The Giffords' home near- Cata- 
| Wissa, from which they moved to 
their present residence, became 
known among neighbors as a 
“house of mystery,” following five 
sudden deaths at the place within 
six years. Two who died were men 
about 60 year old, the others were 
young children. Others who died 
were Sherman Pounds, a farmer 
and relative of Gifford, his grand- 


daughter. Beulah Pounds, and 
Lioyd Schamel, brother of Eimer 
Schamel., 

The Giffords contended the 


deaths were from natural causes, 
and they denounced neighbors who 
gossiped about a “poison plot,” 

The arrest was made by Chief 
of Police Andrew McDonnell of 
Webster Groves. who also is a 
Deputy Sheriff of St. Loule Coun- 
ty. at the request of Sheriff Gerg 
and Prosecuting Attorney Jenney 
of Franklin County. McDonnelil 
was asked to join in the case and 
question the prisoner because of

Hearing Set for Sept. 17.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The 
Transit Commission reported today 
that investigation showed that the 
wreck of a subway train last night, 
which 15 persons were killed, 


and at least 97 injured was 
caused not by a switch which 


ir 


but by another one under control 
at the nearest signal tower, and at 
some switch valves tear the track, 

“it is the opinion of the com- 
mission’s signal an switch ex- 
perts,” a formal statement sald, 
“that the accident Was the result 
cf man failure.” 

It had previously been supposed 
that the wreck was caused ‘by u 
switch which the tower man had 
reported defective to the mainte- 
nence man, Wiiliam Baldwin. and 
which Baldwin had repaired. Baid- 
win is under $10,000 bail on a 
charge of homicide. 

The commission's statement said 
that the switch which caused the 
derailment was approximately 
turned as the train was passing 
over it.” There is nothing to show 
that the switch was turned by the 
train itself.” the statement said. 
“It might have been turned by a 
movement of the lever tn the tow- 
er or by someone moving the 
switch valves near the track.” 

Two Other Reports Pending. 

Reports on two other investiga- 
tions of the wreck are pending, one 
by the Interborough Rapid Trar.sit 
Co., the other by the Dietrict At- 
torney, assisted by the police de- 
partment. The District Attornev 
will report directly to Mayor Wal- 
ker. who instituted the inquiry. 

At least 97 persons were in- 
jured. Of these 25 were still in 
hospitals today, according to yp - 
lice. ' 

The wreck occurred near the 
Times Square Station at 5:09 p m., 
during the rush hour. 

The ninth car of a 19-car West 
Side subway train bound for 
Brooklyn split a switch near the 
station at 5:69 p. m.. and ripped 
through a concrete and stone par- 
tition which separates. the nerth 
and southbound tracks, breaking

Foreign Secretary Sir Austen 
Chamberlain to Foreign Minister 
Briand in effect pooling British and 
French navies in all th® oceans— 
has either leaked from one of the 
Ministries concerned or an ex- 
tremely clever and audacious forg- 
ery has been perpetrated. 

The alleged Chamberlain letter 
is dated July 23. It begins by men- 
tioning that an understanding of 
naval construction has been 
reached and chronicles a further 
agreement between Briand and 
Chamberlain that British and 
French naval experts shou'd con- 
sult more frequently about naval 
co-operation between the two cotn- 
tries. 

A proviso is added that such dis- 
cussions do not bind either wovern- 
ment to assist the other in war or 
in any way restrict the future ac- 
tions of Great Britain or of France. 

The dispositions of the British 
and French fleets, the letter says, 
are hereafter to be made known by 
each Admiralty to the other. 

Naval Entente Outlined. 


The alleged letter then dea's 
with general principles to govern 
a naval entente which has for its 
object maintenance of the jeace of 
the world as covenanted when the 
League of Nations was created. 

A full program of co-operation in 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans is 
to be worked out between the two 
navies, the alleged letter continues. 
Protection of sea routes and de- 
fense of the coasts in the Pacific 
and from China to the Ked Sea 
will be the common interest of 
both fleets, and the alleged ‘etter 
notes that it has been agreed that 
the Atlantic will fall into the same 
category. Naval experts, there- 
fore, are to consult regarding co- 
ordination and co-operation in both 
oceans, not, however, necessarily 
involving joint action. 

In the Mediterranean, the alleged 
letter continues, the interests of 
peace demand that the western 
half of this sea be in charge of the 
French fleet and the eastern half 
of the British fleet, with the ex- 
ception that the special inttrest of 
Great Britain at Gibraltar in the 
west and the French in Syria in the 
east are recognized. 

Chamberlain and Briand, the al- 
leged letter states, have agreed to 
ask naval experts to make ar- 
accordingly, buf the 
object of this is not to bind either 
Government to give naval aid to 
the other in case of danger from 
another power, but solely to favcili- 
tate the cause of peace. 

Military Conferences Also. 
The two foreign Ministers have 
agreed, the alleged .etter says, that 
naval consultations are not enough 
and that military experts of the two 
governments must consult. The sit- 
vation in the Near and Far Eas* is 
said to make necessary closer and 
more frequent consultations be- 
tween England and France. 

If an event arises that threatens 
world peace, Chamberlain and Bri- 
and have agreed, the alleged letter 
adds, to an immediate consultation 
between the two governments as to 
whether joint action should be 
taken to prevent aggressive action 
from any power that either Gcv- 
ernment regards as likely to disturb 


the peace. 
The chief object of the -rgree- 
ment, the alleged letter aays, in 


concluding paragraphs, is to pre- 
serve the League of Nations and 
the principles of arbitration and 
under the circumstances the agree- 
ment reached is declared to be the 
only way to avoid another war. But 
consultations that have ‘taken 
place. or will take place, it is stat- 
ed. are not to be understood as tn- 
volving any obligation on either 
France or England to come to the 
assistance of the other in arms or 
to co-operate in any future etrug- 
gie. 

Chamberlain's name is signed— 
or forged—to the letter. which is 
addressed to “My dear Briand” and 
which purports to have been cent 
to the French Foreign Minister in 
both English and French texts. 

Rather Hard to Believe. 

The summary given above covers 
all the points made in this ex- 
traordinary document.

“made.” Beauty show producers 
and cinema magnates watch for 
new models to glorify. | 

Nearly all the famous show girls 
who strutted across stage in mag- 
nificent costumes during the past 
decade began as models. The man- 
nikins employed in the dressmak- 
ing salons are paid from $35 to 
$75 a week.; Facial beauty is not 
so important. The figure and walk 
count. 

The majority of models come 
from American villages. Despite 
extravagant stories of high-jinks in 
the studios the bulk of the girls are 
not intent upon a stage or screen 
career or capturing an aging Wall 
street broker with a palace on the 
Hudson and a sclerosed liver.

Wales in his robes of red and er- 
mine of the Order of the Garter 
and with his heavily bejewelled 
coronet on his young boyish head 
Staggered into the gilt covered 
State carriage followed by Prin- 
cess Mary in blue velvet with er- 


‘mine train and small-coronet rest- 


ing rather precariously on the top 
of her mass of fair hair. Prince 


Albert, Prince Henry and Prince' 


George in State robes followed. 

The Prince of Wales and Prin- 
cess Mary occupied the back seat 
with the three younger Princes 
sitting in a row opposite them. 
No sooner had the State carriage 
left Buckingham Palace than 
Prince Albert, Prince Henry and 
Prince George began to nudge each 
other arid giggle at the decorus 
and upright bearing of their elder 
brother and Princess Mary. The 
faces of the Prince of Wales and 
his sister grew redder and redder 
with anger at the teasing. 

Princess Mary sharply remon- 
strated with her brethers but her 
shocked reproof fell on unheeding 
ears—"Bertic,”’ “Harry” and 
“George” were beginning to en- 
joy themselves. All the time the 
great carriage was being drawn 
between the lines of upright 
guards and the cheering masses of 
the people. 

Prince George, sitting opposite
